MICROFILM RETRIEVAL SYSTEM 


Fuji Photo Film has introduced a PC-based microfilm re- 
trieval system intended for computer-assisted retrieval in- 
stallations as well as for hybrid document imaging imple- 
mentations. It allows PC users to access, share, download, 
and print-out microfilm documents directly from the PC. 

The Fujifilm M Drive digitizes microfilm images for use 
on the PC, making it a document management tool for ac- 
tive reference as well as long-term retention for a range of 
applications. 

The technology randomly accesses stored microfilm im- 
ages and converts them into digital data for use on the com- 
puter. It connects to a PC through a standard SCSI inter- 
face. 

The M Drive scans a 16 mm roll of film in a standard 
ANSI cartridge and digitizes the image for display on the 
PC. With each cartridge mounted, the drive can provide 
online access to about 5,400 letter-size documents reduced 
24 times. The image can then be viewed, edited, stored or 
transferred electronically and printed, or downloaded to a 
hard drive, floppy disc, CD-ROM, or other media format. It 
can be processed by OCR programs or distributed by fax, e- 
mail, or other methods over LANs and WANs. 

The Fujifilm MS-160X measures about 10" W X 25" D 
X 26" H. The Fujifilm M Drive will be available in June 
and has a suggested list price of $20,000.
